Introduction . 


Congratulations and thank you for purchasing the TunePower Rechargeable Battery 
Pack for Zune from Belkin, Now you can power your Zune device even when the internal 
battery is drained, and keep the music playing anytime, anywhere. Please be sure to 
read all the instructions in this User Manual so that you can get the most from your 
Belkin product. 
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Setup Instructions al 


1. Insert the Zune into the sleeve by sliding it with its dock connector facing the side of 
the TunePower's cable plug (see illustration). Firmly push it into the sleeve until the 
sleeve securely surrounds the player. 


2. Connect the TunePower to the Zune by plugging the TunePower's dock connector 
into the bottom of the Zune.

3, For easy, hands-free video viewing, the TunePower has a convenient foldout stand. 
To use it, simply push against the grip area (see illustration), and unfold the stand 
until it snaps into position, 
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Operating the Belkin TunePower . 


The Belkin TunePower automatically turns on when connected to the Zune device. The 
LED indicator flashes green, then turns off. Then, the indicator flashes every six seconds, 
indicating battery status as follows: 


Green: The battery is over 80% charged. 
‘Amber: Between 20% and 80% battery charge remains. 
Red: Less than 20% charge remains. 


The battery-status indicator changes colors depending on the battery level. 


‘TunePower will provide between six and twelve hours of additional playtime’.

With TunePower connected to the Zune, you can power off the unit by pressing and 
releasing the LED- indicator button. This will cause the indicator light to turn and remain 
off. To turn the TunePower on again, simply press the indicator button. The LED indicator 
will flash green briefly and then flash every six seconds, indicating the battery status. 


When TunePower is not connected to the Zune, pressing the LED-indicator button 
displays the battery status but does not turn on the unit.

Green: The battery is over 80% charged. 
‘Amber: Between 20% and 80% battery charge remains. 
Red: Less than 20% charge remains, 


‘These levels may vary when a completely discharged 
Zune is initially connected. 
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Charging the Belkin TunePower * 


For additional power and charging, connect the DC plug end of the included AC wall 
charger into the DC jack on the top of the TunePower. Connect the AC wall charger into 
any US wall outlet, 


‘The LED charge indicator will illuminate when the Belkin TunePower is charging. This 
indicator will turn off when the battery has been charged to approximately 90%. To 
maximize charge, leave the battery pack connected for 10 minutes after the indicator 
turns off. Disconnecting the Belkin TunePower before this time, or leaving it connected 
for longer periods, will not damage the TunePower, 


While the Zune is connected to the TunePower, both the Zune and the TunePower can 


be charged simultaneously. After the TunePower Is completely charged, the charging 
cycle will continue to charge the Zune, 
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Charging the Belkin TunePower 


Approximate charging times are as follows: 
‘TunePower (whether connected to Zune or not): 5 hours 


Ifthe LED charge indicator flashes at any time during charging, a fault has occurred. 
Simply disconnect the Belkin TunePower from the supplied cable for approximately 30 
seconds, and reconnect the cable, Charging should begin automatically. 


Notes: 

Zune recharges its internal battery from the TunePower and the charging icon will 

be displayed on the Zune screen, When the TunePower is completely discharged 
(status button turns red), the TunePower can be removed from the Zune if desired. 
‘The Zune will continue to operate on its internal battery. Connecting the AC adapter 
to the TunePower will recharge the TunePower battery and power the Zune. When 
not in use, itis helpful to turn off or disconnect the Belkin TunePower from the Zune 
(recommended), or make sure that the Zune is in the OFF and in the LOCKED position 
to conserve power. 
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Helpful Hints A 


As with all rechargeable lithium-ion batteries, the TunePower will slowly discharge over 
time, even when not connected to the Zune, High temperatures will Increase the rate 
that the Belkin TunePower will self-discharge. 


When storing the Belkin TunePower for more than one month, Belkin recommends; 


1, The TunePower should be discharged—the LED indicator should be red. If stored 
in any other state (including no LEO), the Belkin TunePower may lose some of its 
capacity, which may or may not be recoverable in the future. The Belkin TunePower 
should NEVER be stored for long periods of time when fully charged. 


2. Store the TunePower in a cool dry location, The best temperature range for storage 
is-20 - 40 degrees Celsius, 


3. Itis recommended that the TunePower be charged for 10-15 minutes every six 
months (being stored) to decrease the risk of lost capacity. 


The Belkin TunePower has a life cycle of 400-500 cycles. Temperature can reduce the life 
cycle of this product. Belkin recommends 0-30 degrees Celsius for charging and 0-50 
degrees Celsius for discharge (storage above 40 degrees Celsius can reduce life cycle). 


The Belkin TunePower does not have to be completely discharged (LED red or off) 


before charging. The Belkin TunePower can be charged at any charge level. This will not 
reduce the life cycle of the TunePower,
